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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to an integrated circuit, classified in class 257, subclass

II. Claims 7-15, drawn to an integrated circuit, classified in class 257, 
subclass 48. 

III. Claim 29, drawn to an integrated circuit, classified in class 257, subclass 
48. 

IV. Claim 30, drawn to an integrated circuit, classified in class 257, subclass 
48. 

V. Claims 16-22, drawn to a test system for testing an integrated circuit, 
classified in class 324, subclass 763. 

VI. Claims 23-28, drawn to a method for testing an integrated circuit, 
classified in class 324, subclass 763. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV and V are directed to related as products. The related 
inventions are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; 
(2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05G). In the instant 
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case, the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. As an Example, 
control line as clainnied at Group III, is not required for Group I, II, IV or V. As an another 
Example, test module as claimed at of Group V, is not required for Group I, II, III and IV, 
As an another example, an output as claimed at Group II is not required for Group 1,111, 
IV. As one more example, selectively and directly couple as claimed at Group IV is not 
required for Group 1,11,111 and V. As an another example, to perform test function as 
further claimed at Group I, is not required for Group III. Furthermore, the inventions as 
claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to 
show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Inventions (l-V) and (VI) are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process 
for using the product as claimed can.be practiced with another materially different 
product such as product of claims 1 , 7, 16, 29 and/or 30. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
